SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area • 

WATER. 

Water  for  tho  Newbiggin  area  is  derived  in  bulk  from  the 
reservoirs  of  Tynemouth  Corporation  and  is  subjected  to  chlorination 
by  tho  suppliers  prior  to  its  arrival  in  the  district.  The  daily 
consumption  during  1944  was  approximately  228,189  gallons,  which 
equals  32  gallons  por  hoad  of  the  population  per  day,  which  is  a 
reduction  of  one  gallon  per  head  per  day  cn  tho  consumption  for  1943* 

Tho  water  is  cf  a  very  high  standard  of  purity  and  during  most 
of  tho  year  tho  supply  Is  ample  and  tho  pressure  good.  During 
two  ox1  three  of  the  summer  months,  however,  there  is  at  times  a 
failure  In  the  supply  to  the  high  parts  of  the  town.  This  Is 
apparently  duo  to  the  influx  of  summer  visitors  and  to  wastage  of 
v/ater  in  the  parts  of  the  town  which  have  a  constant  supply. 

It  is  estimated  that  90 %  of  the  houses  In  Newbiggin  have  water 

laid  on.  The  remainder  are  served  by  outside  taps. 

< 

North  Seaton  Colliery  and  Village  are  supplied  with  v/ater  from 
the  North  Seaton  Pit.  This  v/ater  is  plentiful,  and  although  at 
times  it  contains  a  considerable  amount  of  deposit,  it  Is  of  a  higH 
bacteriological  standard.  Unfortunately  It  has  also  a  high  degree 
of  hardness*  It  is  estimated  that  only  about  10%  of  tho  houses  in 
North  Seaton  Colliery  have  v/ater  laid  on.  The  remainder  are 
supplied  by  taps,  either  in  the  back  yard  or  just  outside. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  should  this  supply  break  d own. 
North  Seaton  could  be  supplied  with  water  from  the  6U  trunk  main 
v/hich  carries  the  Newbiggin  water  supply.

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Diphtheria. 


This  disease  showed  a  welcome  doorcase  in  incidence 9  there 
being  only  27  cases  notified  as  compared  with  48  in  the  precoding 
years  Of  the  27  cases,  13  were  known  to  have  been  immunised  and 
14  wore  non- immunised.  Twenty-two  patients  wore  removed  to  hospital 

Four  diphtheria  carriers  wore  detected  daring  the  year  and  of 
those  three  were  removed  to  hospital.  All  wore  ultimately  freed 
from  the  carrier  state.

On  the  whole  the  record  of  infectious  disease  in  the  Urban 
District  during  the  year  is  satisfactory,  except  in  the  case  of 
Pneumonia,  which  showed  an  increase  of  2  cases  to  a  total  of  47 
cases.  This  disease  is  one  which  maintains  a  constant  and  fairly 
high  incidence  in  this  district d
